May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to Your Excellency this our Sixty-ninth Report. In this 
Report the statistics of attendances, religious denominations, 
fee., in the schools, have been compiled for the year ended 31st 
December, 1902, while the statements connected with the ex- 
penditure of the Parliamentary grants, &c., refer to the year 
ended 31st March, 1903. 

We have pleasure in recording an increase in the average 
attendance at our Schools, and an improvement in the character 
of the attendance during the past year. There were during the 
year ended tlie 31st December, 1902, 5,067 more pupils in 
average attendance than during the year ended the 31st 
December, 1901, and the percentage of the average attendance 
to the average number on rolls for the year ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1902, was 65T per cent., as compared with 63’9 per cent, for 
the year ended the 31st December, 1901. 

The past year has been one of great educational activity, and 
the interest in Primai'y Education which the issue of the Revised 
Programme evoked has been fully maintained. 

One of the most significant indications of this interest is the 
extraordinary increase in the number of Evening Continuation 
Schools. Prior to the publication of the new rules for Evening 
Schools there were but 21 of these institutions in the whole of 
Ireland. Now there are over a thousand in full operation. 

During the past year we made further Grants of Equipment 
for Rand and Eye Training, Elementary Science, &c., to the 
number of 2,255. Particulars arc given in the Appendix.

Gronts to s y ere ,i i n the twelve months to 31st December, 1902, was 101 
schools. In 92 cases we gave the required assistance, either as grants for 
building new premises, or as grants of salary and books. The 
remaining 9 applications were rejected. 

Amount of The erection and improvement of Vested School premises are 
Grants' 18 carried out under the direction of the Board of Public Works. 
" au ' On the first of April, 1902, the amount for which that Board 
was liable in respect of grants already made by us and 
notified to them was £53,091. In addition to this sum, we 
had made grants amounting to £18,710 16s. 8 cl., which had not 
been ready for notification to the Board of Works. The total 
liabilities, therefore, on that date amounted to £71,801 16s. 8 d. 



As in previous financial years, we received in the year 1902- 
1903 a greater number of applications for such grants than the 
Parliamentary Vote would warrant us in sanctioning. We 
made, however, building and improvement grants in 176 cases.

We approved of loans in 42 cases to provide Teachers’ J or 5 

Besidences, and in 2 cases to improve existing Residences. e " oe! ' 

The total amount of the loans approved was £10,2 15. 

Since the year 1875, when the Residences Act came into force, 

1,480 applications for loans, and 74 applications for grants, have 
teen approved by us. In a large per-centage of cases, however, 
the Teachers are as yet uuprovided with suitable residences. 

The number of free residences available for Teachers of Free 
Ordinary National Schools, as returned by the Managers, is 1,309. 

Their estimated annual value is £7,854 18s. 4d. 

C. The school-houses, which are V ested in the Commissioners, 
aid kept in repair at the public expense, are generally satisfactory 
as regards adequacy of accommodation, suitableness of sites, 
sanitary arrangements and general fitting up for school purposes. 

A large percentage of the school-houses vested in Trustees are, we 
regret to say, not maintained in a satisfactory condition. The 
| responsibility for the repair and maintenance of these schools 
■ devolves on the Trustees. A considerable number of the IS on- 
Vested School-houses, especially those recently built, are suitable 
for their purpose, and are well maintained; hut in a prepon- 
derating number of cases the houses are unsuitable, and are not 
kept in a condition, either as regards repair or cleanliness of the 
premises, reflecting credit on the localities in which they are 
litnated. 

According to the Returns furnished by the School Managers, Local aid 
the amount subscribed from local sources towards tlie erection 
of new buildings, additions to school premises, &c., was repairing 
£27,075 18s. Id. According to the same Returns, the sum of 
£21,108 3s. lid. was expended on repairs. &c., the sum of school 
£7,702 5s. 5 d. was expended on Prizes or Premiums, to encour- P rizos - 4c - 
age attendance, &c., and other local expenditure on the schools 
’ amounted to £17,060 7s. 7 d.. The total amount of local aid 
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to the schools as teaching institutions was thus, £72,946 15 s i , ; 
Particulars of the local aid to the Teachers are given on p. 47 ' 
Compulsory During 1902 no applications were received for power to acauir. 
o1si U ief i0n sites for schoolliouses or Teachers’ Residences under the Act of 
1892. 

Since the Act came into operation Trustees have been authorised 
in 38 cases to acquire sites compulsorily. 



Day Schools in Operation : Attendance, 

School! In 7. On the 31st of December, 1902, we had 8,712 schools in 
Operation, operation. Since the date of our last Report, 157 school 
were brought into operation — viz., 135 Vested in the Com- 
missioners or in Trustees, and 22 Non-Vested ; while 137 schools 
were placed on the Suspended List, removed from the Roll of 
National Schools, or were inoperative at the close of the year. 
This gives a not increase of 20 schools in operation for the year 
ended 31st December, 1902.

166 wore on the “ Suspended List,” chiefly owing to failure 
to maintain a sufficient attendance of pupils, 20 Model School 
departments were inoperative, having been amalgamated with 
the adjoining departments, and 24 other Schools were also 
inoperative for various reasons. 

9. From the returns we have received, it appears that 8,446 
schools were free of school fees to children over 3 and under 15 
years of age. In 266 schools school fees, as authorised under the 
Act of 1892, were charged to such pupils. These fees amounted 
to £3,204 16s. 10ci-; pupils over 15 years of age paid £417 10s. U.

24 The number of Model School Establishments in operation at AltelldlnM 
the end of the year was 30, of which 4 (including the Central at Model 
Mel Schools) are Metropolitan, and the. remaining 26 are Dis- 
trust and Minor Model Schools. These contain in all 75 separate 
departments, each in operation with its own distinct staff and 
organization.

Besides the regular Teaching Staffs we employ Pupil-Teachers Papil 
ffld Monitors in the Model Schools. In some of the Model Teasers 
Schools male Pupil Teachers are boarded and lodged at the public Monitors, 
expense ; in others they receive an allowance for maintenance. 

Female Pupil Teachers are always non-resident. 



There were 165 Pupil Teachers (72 Boys and 93 Girls) in 
fte Model Schools on the 31st December, 1902.

52. At the end of the year 1902, 92 School Attendance Commit- iri.h 
tees existed in Urban Districts and 57 in Rural Districts, and the 
provisions of the Act were enforced by 131 of these Committees. ’ " 

Under the provisions of the Act children over 6 and under 14, 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to make 
75 complete attendances in each half-year ending respectively 
the 30th June and the 31st December. 

We give here two tables — the first, taken from the last Census 
Report, showing the proportion per cent, of the population between 
| 6 and 14 years of age attending school and not attending school 
i during the week ended 11th May, 1901, in each County and 
Province in Ireland, the second showing the proportion per cent, 
of the children o ver 6 and under 14 on the Rolls of National 
Schools who made the prescribed number of attendances in each 
half-year of 1902. 

From the first table it will be seen that 29'2 per cent, or 
approximately 3 in 10 of children over 6 and under 14 were not 
in attendance at any school during the week specified, and, from 
i the second table, that of such children on the Rolls of National 
Schools only 57 per cent, made the required number of attendances 
i in the first half of the year, and only 46 per cent, made the re- 
quired number of attendances in the second hal E of the year.

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Books and Requisites. 

Books and 54. The approved general list now includes 53 sets of Readers 
requisites. com p r j s i n g 3S0 books. The several standards in our schools are 
thus provided with a variety of general reading books, as well as 
with reading books in Irish and English History, Geography 
Domestic Economy, Science, and Animal Life. Upwards of 340 
varieties of copy-books with head -lines, &c., and over 220 diagrams 
and books for Object Lessons are also among the articles available 
for selection by managers and teachers. An-angements are also 
i made by which managers and teachers can obtain a large and 
varied assortment of Kindergarten goods and appliances for Hand 
and Eye training. 

55. The number of requisitions for the purchase of books, &c., 
was 21,640, amounting in value to £26,120 7s., on which we 
allowed the cost of the remittances to Ihe extent of £146 3s. 9rf. 

During 1902-1903 there were 194 grants of Free Stock, 
amounting in value to £664 Ss. 3cl, made in the case of new 
schools, and of schools in which extensive structural improve- 
ments had been carried out by private contributions. In addi- 
tion, there were 112 Free Grants to Model Schools, &c., which 
‘ amounted in value to £82 17s., and all school account books 
were given gratuitously. The amount paid during the year for 
goods purchased for the stores was £22,616 13s. lOd, 

The issues comprised 971,583 reading hooks and 2,204,287 
copy books and drawing books. 

The books and requisites, were sold, as nearly as possible, at 
their cost price ; and were sent carriage free to the schools or to 
the stations and outlying places nearest to them. This expense 
of transmission amounted to £1,920 12s. 7dL, besides a sum of 
£299 2s. 3d. for postage on small parcels. 

As we have already indicated, in future we shall cease to store 
books and requisites.
